That y you. had Yor” 
us ten ſpeak,” with the profoundeſt Re- 
ſpe, thoſe Herdes; and with the 
higheſt Pleaſure and Joy, that a Prin- 
ceſs, ſprung from ſuch a noble Stock, 
ſhould be matched with our Royal Fa- 
mily : That the Memory of what thoſe 
glorious Princes did, or ſuffered, for their 
Attachment and Zeal for- the Proteſtant 
Religion, might be revived, and more 
univerſally known among us; to increaſe 
the publick Joy among all ſtaunch Pro- 
teſtants, for the late Marriage of their 
Royal Highneſſes: And, that you might 
have ſomething to ſtop the Mouths of our 
inveterate Tories, and thoſe impos'd upon 
by the Emiſſaries of the Papiſts; who 
make it their Buſineſs, to diſparage the 
Houſe of S2xe-Gotha, and prattle every 
Where, as if a Daughter of that Family,

ous Foun FREDERITCE, to our times; but 
to confine ourſel ves to the 7bree mention- 
ed, who, one after another, were, in their 
day, the prir ipal Supports of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, in the Empire; and to 
that part of their Lives, in which they 
acted as Refermers, or Defenders of the 
Reformation. We ſhall therefore very 
briefly introduce ourſelves to the Story. 
Ihe Houſe of Saxox v, is, by all Anti- 
quaries, allowed to be one of the moſt An- 
cient and Honourable, in the whole World. 
Not to look back to the firſt Ages after 
the Flood, to enquire into the Original 
of the old Inhabitants of that large Coun- 
try, now called Germany; their Manners, 
Government, Acquiſitions, Oe, it 
ſuffice: to obſerve, That the Saxons num- 
ber no leſs than four and twenty Kings, 
or rather Princes, in a direct Line from 
HaRDERICH, who reign'd before the 
Birth of Chriſt, to WIT RK IND, called 
the Great, who was conquer'd by CHARLE- 
MAIN, An. Dom. 78 5. and became the 
firſt Duke of the Saxons. The fourteenth 
of theſe was the famous HexneisT, who,

It was nnn of che tix: 


teenth Century, and in a hour, that 
Frederick Elector of Saxony, firnamed the 
Wiſe, founded the Ubivervty of Wittem- 
berg, the capital City of the Electorate, 
in which, Martin Luther, an A. 
Monk of Erford, and then fix and twenty 
Years of Age, was promoted by one Stau- 
picius, to whom the Elector had recom- 
mended it, to provide him with Men of 
Genius, Learning, and Character, to be 
his firſt Profeſſors. 

When he came to this Uadeerte FRY 
proved an excellent Preacher, and diligent; 


Werten Teacher in the Schools, For both 
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biin e le was well qualified. He had a 
quick Fancy, ſound Judgment, great na- ; 


tural Parts, a good Stock of ufeful Know- 


ſtrong Memory, a free and: ready 


—— and a commanding Addreſs. 


His Diſcourſes were ſtudied, and the Sub- 
ſtance of them ſolid, but his Diction ſo plain 
and eaſy, and his Method ſo apt to inftruts 


and pleaſe, that he became very much fol. 
lowed. And tho' he did not allow him- 


felf in neun, filly Stuff, or a looſe, ramb. 
ling way of Talking; yet, we are apt to 
think; that he had learnꝰd to preach popu- 
lariter, pueriliter, & ff mpliciſſime (to uſe 


tus well-known Words on a certain Occa- 


fion) and to ſuch a Degree, as in that dark 
time, ſucceſsfully to teach the weak, and 


the ignorant, and the poor, c. the {great

The wiſe 
Elector heard him often with great Satis- 
faction. He:admir'd his Manner and Me- 


thod; his Seriouſneſs and Boldheſs; his 
lwely Flights, (with which he abounded) .

ment; and, in all of them, the Depib and 
Excellencyof the Matter, which was alſo not 
2 little ne to him.

Doctor in Divinity, dn Sul himſelf 
be at the Charge of it. Thus was Luther

the Empire! And to ſhew his Gratitude, 
he laid himſelf out moſt indefatigably to 
grow in Learning, being a very hard Stu- 
dent, and having a Conſtitution that 
could bear Labour and Watching, where- 
by he became ſtill the more ann and 
ä the more beloved. -

Theſe were ſoon diſperſed, and read with 
Attention by all — And ſo univerſal 
Was the C 25 be of the Church, : and fo 
notorious the Tyranny and monſtrous Wic- 
kedneſs. of the Clergy, that almoſt all Lows 
ers of Learning were pleaſed, and encou- 
raged him. But the Pope and the Prieſts 
perceiving the Danger, oppoſed him all 
manner of Ways. They wrote againſt 
him, complain'd of him, grievouſly accu- 
ſed him, and caſt numberleſs Slanders 

upon. him. Luther, who was not eaſily 
frighted, replied to all their Writings; 
and bravely vindicated himſelf and his 
Doctrine: And being obliged to look more 
cloſely into thoſe C — 7 war A he went 
farther and farther; till at laſt he proved 
a happy Inſtrument in the Hand of God, 
to begin, and carry on the Reformation 
from Poyzry. But becauſe we are not 
writing Lutber's Life, but Memoirs of the 
Houſe of Saxony, we ſhall take no farther - 
notice of him, than as the Reformation 
and the glorious Hand this e Houſe | 
had in it, are concerned.

Mean while, it was 
obſerved that he favouted Lather, and 
Maximilian the Emperor gave the Pope 
a hint of it, in a Letter, An. 1518. His 


Holineſs, not to loſe time, cited Luther 


to appear at Rome; wrote to Cardinal C a- 
jetan, then his Legate in Germany, to get 
him brought to Auſburg to the Diet, to 
keep him in ſafe Cuſtody, and ſend him 
to him; and to the Elector for the ſame 


| purpoſe, alledging, after ſeveral Flatteries, 


that Luther had boaſted of the Favour and 


Protection of his Prince. The Elector, 
inſtead of complying, prevailed with the 


Legate, that he ſhould plead: his own: 
Cauſe before the Emperor at Auſbirg But 
the Legate forgot his Promiſe. - . Laither, 
indeed, came, and conferr'd with him a 
great while, but was not ſuffe'd to apo- 
logize for himſelf in publick ; ſo far from 
it, that the Legate inſiſted upon a preſent 


Recantation, and finding him ſteddy, pro- 


ceeded to chiding and threatning, com- 
manding him to depart. No ſooner was

Thus did this wiſe Prince pkad, both for 
himſelf and our Reformer. This is the 
more remarkable, if we conſider, that tho 
this great Man connived at firſt at Luther, 
and took ſpecial care afterwards, that he 
ſhould ſuffer no Injury; yet to that very 
day, he had not read any f bis Writings, 
nor heard him preach ſince theſe Stirs be- 
gan, as he himſelf profeſſed in a Letter to 
Cardinal &ario,” who upon the ſcore of old 
Acquaintance, had friendly admoniſied 
him, not to undertake. his Protection. 
From which, it would ſeem, That he in- 
tended to keep his Judgment about theſe 
O . free and unbiaſb d, till he 
ſhould perceive what they made of them.

plentifully given by both ſides; but our 
Hero, in oppofition to Francis, who was 


favoured by the Pope, carried it for Charles 
of Auſtria, to whom, however, they pro- 


poſed certain Conditions, or Limitations, 


for ſecuring the Liberty, and preſerving 


the Dignity of the Empire. And when 
Charless Ambaſſadors offer'd him a great 
Sum of Money, on that Account, he not 


only rejected it with great Diſdain, but 


commanded all about him likewiſe, not to 


take a Farthing. How ungratefully this 


Emperor rewarded the Brother and Ne- 
phew of the Elector of Saxony, theſe Pa- 
pers will ſhew! As well as the great Sa- 


gacity of the Elector of Triers, who, 


when he perceived, that the reſt followed 
the Opinion of our Fredericꝶ in their Choice, 
cried out, How do I foreſee the Fate of 


Germany, and a Change a coming! 


In the Spring, An. 1520, this great 
Prince fell fick, and was dangerouſly ill; 
upon which, Luther compiled a little Book, 
to comfort him at that Seaſon, giving this 


as a Reaſon, that by the Command of our 
Lord, adminiſtring Aſſiſtance, Counſel, 
and Comfort to the Sick, was one of the 


chief Offices of Love and Duty, we owe to 
one another; adding, that ſeeing he was

"neſs, and not being in a Capacity toſhew 


the World and Himſelf, how much he was 
devoted to his Service, any other way; he

human Bodies was ſuch, That when the 
Head ailed in any meaſure, all the Mem- 
bers ſympathized, and each Part was ſen-

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Not long after, he had a Suit depend-

the Folly and Rage of his Antagoniſts, 
who anſwered him with bitter Reproaches, 
and Invectives, inſtead of Arguments: 
He confeſſed, he thought he had made 
two fair Propoſals, that if he might have 
a Safe- Conduct, he would anſwer for him- 
ſelf wherever the Pope pleaſed; and that 
if they could point out and prove his Er- 
rors, he would chearfully recant. But 
that, ſince People became acquainted with 

the original Languages, and were curious 

to read and ſearch the Scriptures, many 
ſober Men were of opinion, That if the 

Church proceeded to cenſure him, before 
a Hearing and fair Tryal, and a Refuta- 
tion of his Tenets by Scripture or fold Ar- 
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guments, all Germany would be in an Up- r 
roar. The Pope in anſwer, let him c 
know, That he was highly ſatisfied he had q 
had uo Communion with Luther, whom a 
he calls a profligate Fellow, a pernicious v 
Raſcal, one as proud as Lucifer, &c.

FREDERICK III. was a very prudent 
Prince,(as you may learn from his Sirname,) 
and of great Intereſt among the Electors, 
and indeed all over the Empire, both upon 
the account of his known Character, large 
Dominions, moſt illuſtrious. Family, and 
numerous Relations. Pope Leo, to win 
him over to: his Side, had ſent him a 
Golden Raſe, as a Token-of his particular 
Reſpect and Love; which, with the other 
things hinted, ſufficiently ſhews, of what 
Conſequence, he was thought to be of to 
the mation. How ought we now 
to reverence the gd Providence of Gd, 
in raiſing up à Prince of ſo much Wiſ- 
dom, and of ſo great Power and Autho- 
rity, to ſhelter,” protect, and encourage 
them; and of duch F nne as neither 
to de moved with Flatteries, nor appear- 
ing Dangers.

At the Diet of Spire, An 1529, the

Pretext. In all other things, they would 
have been his moſt obedient and faithful 
Subjects; and none of them more ſo than 
the Eleckor of Saxony: Whenee it is very 
evident, he might have eaſily contented 
them, if he would. But nothing was 
farther from his Thoughts, as is now 
palpable- from the whole of his Actions, 
for many Years. It was not a-Reconcili- 
ation he defired ; nor did he want to have 
any thing to do with them; except when 
Neceſſity obliged him: His Project being, 
to find ſome Colour to make War upon 
them; to attack them before they could 
be prepared; and under the Pretence of 
redueing them to the Church, to break 
their Power; ; that he might the more 
eaſily deſtroy the Liberties of the Empire, 
and found 'a ſort of Univerſal Monarchy 
in his own Family. He had encouraged 
ſome of the moſt bigotted Popiſb Princes, 
to enter into a League againſt them : He 
could never be brought, frankly, to grant 
them a Decree to ſecure their Peace; nor 
put a ſtop to the Proceedings of the Im- 
perial Chamber againſt them: When any 
Conferences were like to do them any Ser- 
vice, (witneſs that at Worms, 1541.) he 
found means to diſſolve them: And, to 
name but one more, when the Elector 
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and Landgrave accuſed HENRY Duke of 
Brunſwick,, a moſt violent Papiſt, and 


mortal and. reſtleſs Enemy of the Re- 
formation, of having ſuborned and hired 
ſome wicked Incendiaries, to ſet fire to 


the Towns and Villages in Saxony; which 
the Wretches that were apprehended, con- 
feſ&d, and teſtified, with their laſt Breath; 

He. could never be brought heartily to 


diſcourage, or reduce him to his Duty. 
When the French King and hie were at 


War, he was glad to flatter them; and 
when a Turk; Invaſion was at band, he 
could, in great Condeſcenſion, as he would 


have them think, grant them an ambigu-

Our Elector and his Allies, were ſenfible 


5 of theſe things; they were therefore upon 


their Guard, that they might not be

when themſelves were obliged ; 3 did all 
they could for Peace, and were glad to 


have it continued, tho? with many Ineon- 


veniencies, obſerving that their Religion 


gain'd moſt ground when all was quiet; ad- 
mitted many Cities and Princes into their 
League, which did not a little ſtrengthen

Correſpondence with our HENRY VIII. 
and the French King: But would never 

enter into any Articles with them againſt 
the Emperor, or upon any other Score, 
than the account of Religion. In this 
CuaRLEs had the Advantage of them. 
They would do nothing inconſiſtent wittr . 
Honour, and downright Honeſty: He pro 
feſſec one thing, and meant another; of 
which he gave another Proof, in the Year 
1542, and 1343. when the French War 
continued. He could then wheedle and 
flatter, even when his Heart was moſt a- 
lienate from them: But as ſoon as his 
Fears were over, he would by no means 
forgive the Elector and Archbiſhop of 
Cologn, who had begun, and endeavour-- 
ed to ſettle the Reformation in his Domi- 
nions. Religion, however, was making 
its Progreſs; and the Churches were 
flouriſning, under ſuch wiſe and united 
Counſels and Protectors. 

Of all the Princes, as our Elector was 
the chief, ſo the Emperor could. not but 
dread him moſt. He knew he was proof 
againſt all Temptations, where Religion 
was concern'd ; and therefore, in a Diet at 
Spire, 1844. another Bait was laid. The 
Emperor would never confirm his Marri- 
age, according to the Cuſtom or Law of 

the Empire; and the Elector would: ne- 
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. 
=" EROS FrRDIx AN, for King 
of the Romans. This Affair being now 


brought upon the Carpet, was accommo- 
dated; and if the Duke of Cleve, whoſe 


Siſter he had married, ſnould die without 
Male Iflue, he confirmed the Succeſſion to 
the Duke of Saxony. And, as a cloſer 
Link, FERDINAND 's Daughter is be- 
trothed to the Elector's deff Son, of his 
own Name; and moſt favourable Promiſes 
were given to all the Proteſtants, and a 


Decree much to their Satisfaction made, to. 


the great diſguſt of the Papiſts. But 
the Pope's ſharp Letter, and warm 
Expoſtulations, having prevailed | with. 
CHARLES to make Peace with France, 
and he having obtain'd a Truce with the 
Turks, all theſe fine things vaniſhed into 


Air; and, in a little while, we find him 


purſuing our Heroe with an Army. 

The Proteſtants having obtained this. 
Edict of the Emperor, and freely ſent 
him all the Succours he demanded againſt. 


France and the Turks, lived without Pear 


or Suſpicion. But CHARLEs having great 
things in, view, calls a Diet at Worms, 


An. 1545. and among other things, 
| cauſed them to be acquainted, That now a. 


Council was called, if not met, at Trent; 
that he had prevailed with the French 
King to ſubmit to it: and deſired, that 

| laying 
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hying afide the other Scheme, by Cn 
ferences or a National Council, they would 
alſo do the ſame. They, . e at all 
this, plainly declared, That they thought 

it neither a free, nor a latful Council, 
and therefore proteſted againſt it; and 
pleaded, That the former Decree might 
be obſerved, none moleſted on the ac- 

count of his Religion, and that the Im- 
perial Chamber be regulated: But the 
Papiſts, were for referring all to the Coun- 
cil, in which the Emperor ſupported 
them. Affairs being in this Tendency 
to a Rupture, the Arrogance of HENRY 
Duke of Brunſwick hurried them on to a 
War. He was of a turbulent Nature, 
and diſſolute Manners, and a violent E 
nemy of the Proteſtants; who had ſeveral 
Years ago learned, by ſome intercepted: 
Letters, his miſchievous Deſigns againſt- 
them. He had had ſome Quarrels with 
them a-good while before; and going at 
this time to France, prevailed with the- 
King to let him have a great Sum of 
Money, under Colour of raiſing Forces 
againſt the King of England; then at 
War with FRANcIs. With this Money: 
he levies an Army, and falls into the 
_ Lower Saxony, plundering wherever he 
eame; and threatning the Hans-Towns 
with. Fire and. Sword, if they would not

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Trent; which, with a great deal of Im-

renounce the League of Smalcald. This 


_ alarmed the Proteſtants, ſuſpecting that 


all was done with the Emperor's Conni- 
vance, if not Direction; and that he would 
quickly declare War himſelf, if HENRY 


met with Succeſs. The Emperor had 
commanded him to lay down his Arms, 


and proſecute his Pretenſions in a Courſe 
of Law: But this Mandate had no effect, 
which confirmed their Jealouſies. In all 
haſte therefore, they raiſed Forces, under 
the Command of the Landgrave, who 
was ſoon joined by ERN ES — Brunſwick, 
and MavRict of Saxony, with their 
Troops; which, in ſome time, forced him 


to ſurrender himſelf. And now what put 


their Suſpicions. out of all doubt, was, 
that the Emperor would not inflict any 
Penalty upon him and his Allies, for violat. 


ing the Peace of the Empire; and made, all 
the while, great Military Preparationsevery 


where, under Pretence of a Turkiſh War. 

However, another Diet is appointed. to 
meet at Ratiſbone, in June 1546. and 
here, after a great deal to do about the 
Council, the Proteftants inſiſting, That 
the Edict of Spire ſhould be obſerved; 


and the Emperor being as poſitive, that 


the Deciſion of all Matters concerning 


Religion, ſhould be left to the Council of

portunity, he had got to be. called, as he 
faid, in Condeſcenſion to them: They 
came to an open Rupture. CraRLys 
had made a, I. wath the, Pope, who 
promiſed him both Men and Money:;and 
ſent to the Low Countries for all the Forces 
could be ſpared ; and being, as he thought, 


pretty ſure, now threw. off, the Maſk, 
declared War a gainſ the Proteſtants, and 


Landgrave;_ It! is, by the; way, to be ob- 
ſerv'd, that the Pope pretended, by this 
War, to extirpate Fro Proteftant. Religion; 
and the Emperor to reduce ſome haughty, 
ſeditious, inſolent Princes to their Buty, 
Sc. Thus, each had their diſtinct, and very 
different Views in this, as well as in the cal 
ling of the Council! And now, all ſides arm, 
and nothing is to be heard of in Germany 
but the Noiſe of War. And had all the 
Proteſtants join'd together; or if thoſe 
that were not willing to fight for their Re- 
ligion, had but been Neuter; the Empet 
ror could never have been able to ; oppoſe 
the Princes, He was very ſenſihle, it 
would be no eaſy matter to ſubdue ſo potent 
a Nation, by any other hands than their 
own; and therefore had ſecured, not only 
the Popiſn, but. ſeveral Proteſtant Prin- 
ces alſo; who raiſing their Forces, when 
the Hint and Faris came to join

bands, was the Cauſe, (as it uſually is) 
of their being ſo flow, unactive, and un- 
certain in all their Meaſures; which was 
of the greateſt Advantage to the Empe- 
ror; and proved fatal to them. CHARLES 
was an old experienced Soldier, who had 
fought many Battles with various Ene- 


mies, and loſt no Opportunities. He 


had the ſole Command, and would be o- 
beyed; and knew how to improve it, 


Whereas the Proteſtants, by the means a- 
bove mention'd, are ſaid to have loſt many 
Advantages, which they could never a- 


gain recover. Many Skirmiſhes happen- 
ed, with various Succeſs : But the Empe- 
ror would never come to a Battle, well 
knowin g he could more eaſily keep his

Army together, than they could do theirs; 
beſides, that his Strength Was encreaſing 


every day, as theirs was not. How- 
ever, in all Probability,” conſidering how 
dearly and univerſally © the Princes were 


belov'd, and the ſtrength of the League, 
they might have tired the Emperor out 


at laſt; as they had obliged him to be 
continually upon his Guard, all this Sum- 


mer; had it not been, for the vile Treach- 
60 of Duke Maukics; of Saxony. 


He was ſecond Couſin to the Elector , 


2 Proteſtant, who had made. ſeveral Re- 
gulations concerning Religion, and would 
be thought a ſtaunch Defender of the 
Auſburg Confeſſion; but a wonderful 
Maſter of Diſſimulation, and, under a 


great deal of Complaiſance, and ſeeming. 


Good-Nature in his Looks, concealed an 
infinite Ambition. His Father HENRY 


was a Proteſtant, and a pious Perſon; 
whoſe Eſtate, during his Brother Gos 
Life, was but ſmall ; wherefore the E- 
lector took this Maukick under his own. 
Tuition. Upon his Uncle's Death, his 
Father HENR ſucceeded, contrary - to. 


the Will of the Deceaſed ; in which alſo 
he was aſſiſted by our Heroe. After 
 Hinzy's Death, Mavic and his Bro- 


ther were under his Guardianſnhip; and 
he took care or them and their Affairs,

S0 
that he, and his F amily, owet almoſt their 
All to him. When he was juſt come of 
Age, he had a Diſpute with this his faith- 
ful Couſin, about their Marches ; and ha- 
ving once loſt all his Money to him. at 


ſome Play, he preſſed him ſtill to play 


on, and would needs ſtake a Town, 


which he loſt alſo: Hereupon, the Elector 


gave him a ſharp Reprimand, admoniſh- 
ing him to play for the future with more 
Moderation; which this Ingrate reſented 
ſo highly, that the Landgrave, whoſe 
Daug rer

great Benefactor, and beſt Friend. From 
that Moment, he entertain*d ſuch an En- 
mity againſt him, as was never removed.

'Mavrcz, notwithſtanding his 


Obligations to-him, the Landgrave's moſt 


earneſt Intreaties, and his own Lady's Tears, 


(after he had written a moſt treacherous Let- 


ter to the Elector, pretending to be very 
much terrified at the Emperor's Bax) be- 


ing joined by ſome Regiments of Huſſars, 


and Bohemians who were forced againſt 

their Wills, falls into the Elector's Country, a 
and after three or four Engagements with - 
ſome raw, new raiſed Soldiers, without 
their Head, in a few weeks over-run all; 
and redaced all his Towns, but Wittem- 

berg, Gotha, and Eyſenach. This unpa- 
rallePd Ingratitude and Treachery, tho? it 
render d him extremely odious, yet it broke 
all the Meaſures of the Confederates at 
once; and raiſed the Emperor, whoſe 
Affairs were before, in a doubtful Condi- 


tion at beſt, (having the Peſtilence in his 
Camp, and being oppreſſed with Famine) 


almoſt above all Apprehenſions. The 
Proteſtants upon this, ſue for Peace; but 
in vain: They could not force an Engage- 
ment; and therefore were obliged to ſe- 
parate, without any Memorable Action, 
after they had faced the Enemy a long 


time together. They therefore decamp- 
ed, November 23. and perceiving the Ci- 


ties, who were terrified at the Thoughts |

The Elector, with his Army, went 
nome ward, ſoon recovered his own Coun- 
try, and reduc'd. all that belonged to 
Maurice, except Leipſic and Dreſten, 
The Emperor hearing of his Succeſs; pre- 
ſently Jifoatched Alert of Brandenburg, 
with a ſtrong Detachment to aſſiſt Mau- 
rice, But, at Roclitz, which had ſurren- 
dered to 3 our Elector routed him 
with a great Slaughter, took the Town 
and Albert himſelf Priſoner, and a very 
great Booty. This produced great Changes 
in Bohemia, and not a little encouraged the 
Proteſtants; when the Elector of Bran- 
denburg”*s declaring for the Emperor, again 
humbled them. | 
Mean while, our Elector, who had le- 
Liedl 4 great many Recruits, ſent the 
Boors. to defend his Towns and Caſtles, 
of which he had a great many; and the 
other Troops he divided, ſo as to cut off 
the Emperor's Proviſions, if he entered 
Saxony. Charles, on the other hand, be- 
ing more apprehenſive of him, than of all. 
:the reſt ; and thinking, that if he had 
him in his power, he could do well e- 
nough with them; perceiving alſo, that

was daily diminiſhing ; ; and, ahve all, 
fearing leſt the Proteſtants ſhould unite, 
and by any means get to him; (which | 
conſidering the diſtance at which the Ei- 
ties lay, and the various Humours, In- 
teteſts, and Views of ſo many Societies, 
could not eaſily be done ;) reſolved to en- 
gage him, as ſoon as poſſible.

with him, to the Cuſtody of a Spaniſh 
Colonel, who ſome Days after carried 
them, as it were in Triumph, in a; Cha- 
riot, to Torgau, our Heroe's Country-Seat, 
famous for the moſt beautiful and - 
nificent Caſtle in Germany, into which 
ſeeing a Spaniſh Garriſon enter, he turned 
to the Colonel, ſaying, with a Smile, 
Behold the Spoils ! which Maurice, if he 
bath nothing elſe to make him uneaſy, may 
glory in; tho? he owes it neither to his 
own Power nor Courage. This he ſai 
to inſinuate the Vileneſs of his Conduct, 
the Contempt he had of the Greatneſs he 
had acquired by ſuch odious means, and 
bis own Magnanimity under his Afliłti-

he muſt have loved him. Thus did our 
Confeſſor ſhine in his Captivity! and gain- 
ed more and more upon all the World, 

except Charles, who by this time muff

him. And indeed, nothing ſeems more 


to confirm us in this, than his watching, 
him ſtrictly, and carrying him very often 
with him, wherever he went. 
Almoſt three Years after this, when, 
the Miniſters of Auſburg, who had been, 


long - 
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"<a inChainsfor refuſing the Baneunfdde 
"baniſhed, An. 1551, this glotious Prince, 
who knew what Impriſonment: was, ſent 
Mieſſengers to comfort them, and out of 
what he had left, ſent them alſo Money at 
their Departure. This was a very extra- 
ordinary Inſtance of his noble Generoſity; 
and gives us a very lovely Idea of him. 
He remembred for whoſe ſake they ſuf- 
fered, and therefore ſympathiſed with 
them, as their Brother and Companion in 
Tribulation, and in the Kingdom and Pa- 
Fence of Feſus Chrift,* ' 

At length, after he had been a Priſoner 
full five Years, the Emperor being almoſt 
furprized by Mauriceat In/pruck, ſet him 
at liberty, An. 1552. diſmiſſing him with * 
many kind Expreſſions, and large Pro- 
miſes of Favour ; the only Acknowledg- 
ment he could make for his ungenerous 
Uſage of him, and his Ingratitude to his 
Family, to whom he owed the Empire. 
Being releaſed, he went home, and for-' 
tified Gotha, by the Emperor's Permiſſion. 
He lived to ſee Maurice, the Ingrate and 
the Treacherous, in his Grave; and his 
own mn ſoon after, married his Widow.

She had often ſaid, /be. ſhould die 
with the utmoſt Satisfattion, if ſhe might but © 
tive to ſee her Huſband ſafe and at Liberty; 
Which ſhe frequently begg'd of God with 
Sighs and Tears: And, bleſſed be his 
Name, ſhe obtained her 8 And it 
vas obſerved, that when he gave order 
| where ſhe ſhould be buried, he commanded 
them to leave a Place for himſelf 2% her 


Side, (he being then ſick) for it would not 


. be long &er he ſhould follow her. Accord- 
ingly, March 3d, having heard a Sermon, 
(a Duty and Exerciſe, in which he always 
delighted) as he lay in Bed, earneſtly im- 
plored the Divine Merey, and commended 
his Spirit into the Hands of God, he de- 
parted out of this miſerable Life, to enter 
into his heavenly Country; and died as 
he lived, in the Lord. Thus by the Good- 
neſs of God, he died in 4 amongſt 
his Children and F riends, being reſtored 
to his Liberty and Family, and ſome 
Part of his Territories ; and which was 
G more 
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more to him than all, The free and pubJick 
_— of his Religion. He was buried 


his Lady; and of them we may ſay, 
ey coere lovely and pleaſant in their Lives, 


and in their Death they were not divided. 


We are not at all proper Perſons to 
write the Character of fuch an allaſtri- 
ous Prince. They ought to have Souls 
capable of all the no and generous Sen- 


timents with which he was furniſned, and 


to have ſome tolerable Notion, at leaſt, of 
his glorious Qualities, who would under- 
take this Taſk. He was an Example to 


all Princes, for Conſtancy and Fortitude; 


Sincerity and true Magnanimity. He was 
a Father to his People, a ſteddy Profeſſor 


and Protector of the Proteſtant Religion, 
and a ſerious, pious, zealous Chriſtian and 
Confeſſor. We ſhall therefore content our- 


ſelves with Thuanus his Character of him: 

This truly Great Man, who, by the 
«© Confeſſion of his very Enemies, was no 
way inferiour to the greateſt Princes, 
in Affability, Liberality, Prudence, 
„and invincible Courage, is univerſally 
allowed to ſurpaſs moſt of them in the 
point of bearing Adverſity, having tri-

To talk now about a Fortune, or to ſpeak, 
lightly of her Family, can 1 from 


nothing, but pure Engliſh Pride founded on 
groſs Ignorance; or the miſchievous De- 
ſigns of the Feſuits, who are gnaſhing 
their Teeth with Madneſs, at the late hap- 
py Nuptials. There is not a Prince of any. 
account in all Europe, who has not the 
Blood of the Houſe of Saxony in his Veins; 
nor is it, upon any account, beneath any 
Crown'd Head upon the Face of the Earth, 
to have matched with the Princeſs Av- 
GUSTA, Nor can the greateſt Princeſſes 
or Queens in Europe, at this day, pretend 
to any thing beyond her. The mpreſs 
of Germany is many ways related to her, 
and no way her Better. And no body 

will pretend that the petty Houſe of Par- 
ma, or even of King Staniſlaus, (who, tho” 
of an ancientand honourable F amily, was, 
not many Years ago, but a private Gen- 
tleman, ) from whom the Queens of Spain 
and France are deſcended, have any thing 
to boaſt of, like what, even the preſent - 
Houſe of Saxe-Gotha has. And as for 
Fortunes, good now, what Fortunes had 
the Empreſs,, or either. of thoſe great 
G 2. Queens 2 
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Qceens : ? What Good did any Fi ortune, 
that ever came to England, do? We have 
had none fince the Days of Henry V. ex- 
cept that with Catharine of Spain, which 
the Nation would have been far more hap- 
py without; that with Charles Ps Conſort, 
- who proved her Huſband's Ruin, and a 
"Curſe to Grea?-Britain and Ireland; 3 and 
that with Carharine of Portugal, King 
Charles IPs Queen, which turned to but 
a poor Account. It had been ten thou- 
ſand times better for thoſe two Kings, as 
well as the Nation, had they married two 
Gentlemen's Daughters at home. But 
as I ſaid, the Feſuits are in a Fury, to per- 
ceive thata Branch of the FIRST Proteſtant 
Princes Family in the World, ſhould be 
matched with our preſent Proteſtant Royal 
Family. They know that her Anceſtors, 
have been ever ſince ſtaunch Proteſtants ; 
that they have been, many of them, ſin- 
cerely religious; that the Princeſs of Wales, 
18 a Daughter of many Prayers ; „ has had 
the moſt religious Education, and, beſides 
all her other amiable Qualities, has a real 
Senſe of ſerious Things. Nor is it ſtrange, 
that the preſent Appearances ſhould ſeem 
ominous to them.

now King of Sweden ; a Daughter ſprung 
from the moſt illuſtrious Confeſſor Tam 
Frederick, Elector of Saxony, now Princeſs: 
of Wales; and a Branch of the ſerene Fa- 
mily of ORAN OE, which has for ſeveral. 
Generations, been ſo zealous for, and ſuc- 
ceſsful in, the Defence of the Reformation, 
matched with the Princeſs Royal of Great 
Britain. Theſe Things give us a com- 
fortable Proſpect, and great Hopes, that

Britiſb Proteſtants, is this, That the De- 


ſcendants of the great and religious Con- 
fe or, JN FREDERICK, and the pious, 
and afflicted Lady ELIZABETH, Daughter 


of King James I. Queen of Bohemza, a 


Confefſor and great Sufferer alſo for the 
Proteſtant Religion, ſhould now be Prince 
and Princeſs of Wales! 


You know well enough, that when 


that religious Queen was ſuffering for her

He had two Sons, Frederick William, Duke 
of Altenburg, and Joh Duke of Saxe-Wei- 
mar. This Joh had eleven Sons, three of 
whom, Willium, Albert, and ExxESH were 
Dukes of Weimar, Eyſenach and Gotha. 
This ERxEST, Sirnamed the Piqus, the firſt 
of the Erngſtine Line, and of the preſent. 
Branch of the Houſe of Saxe-Gotha, was a 
very extraordinary Prince. [Their Titles 
are, Dukes of Saxony, Fuliers, Cleves, En- 
gers, and. V giphalia; Landgraves of Thu- 
ringia; Margra ves of Mi ſima, &c.] er 
was born December 25, 1601. and 
to divide the Eſtate with his — : 
William, whereby Gotha fell to his Share, 
1641. In 6. he obtained a great part 
of the Country of Hennelberg,. and upon 
the Death of Frederick William, inherited 
Atenburg and Coburg, An. 1672. And 
alter a very pious and uſeful Life, in which 
he was a Reproach to moft Princes, but 
the Glory of Germany, and a Bleſſing to his 
Family and Subjects; he died in a good 
old Age, full of Tears, Riches, and Ho 
nour, An.

His Court was nume- 
rous and magnificent, attended by the

regular and orderly; Elegant, without 


Profuſion; Princely, without Vanity. His 
Care was not only extended to the Clergy, 
but to all Ranks, great and ſmall, whom 
he viſited, and — or applauded, 
corrected or aſſiſted and rewarded, as he 
ſaw Cauſe, He yould go about from
